The recent decision of» 
Federal Judge Frank Bat- 
tisti, finding the State 
Board of Education and 
the Cleveland School 
Board guilty of creating 
and fostering segregated 
schools, raises. important 
caonstitutiowal questions, 
which, unfortunately, the 


judge is not here to 
respond to. 
One such issue is 


whether or not the State 
Board of Education has an 
obligation to bring about 
the integration of 
Cleveland schools. 
Although the State Attor- 
ney General passed an 
opinion in 1956 that the 
State Board had the power 


to withhold funds from 
segregated school 
districts, it was simply an 
opinion. No court decision 
has ever been made as to 
the extent of the State 
Board's responsibility, yet 
Battisti charged the State 
Board with doing nothing. 

He ruled the State guilty 
of failing to use its power 
and authority to bring

In his findings, Battisti 
included a motion by the 
court certifying instant ac- 
tion for an interlocutory 
appeal because his order 
contained “substantial 
grounds for a difference of 
opinion.” Without that 
motion, School Board at- 
torneys would-have had to 
wait until the judge's order 
had been implemented 
before filing an appeal. 

One important difference 
of opinion exists between 
the interpretation § of 
“segregative intent.” The 
interpretation of the 6th 
Circuit Court of Appeals is 
that actions or consequen- 
ces of inaction on the part

“Thousands of com- 


_ Munities across the. coun- 


try have mdoved peacefully 
from segregated to in- 
tegrated schools,"’ said 
NAACP President Father 
Austin Cooper. 

He added that School 
Board President Arnold 
Pinkney, Superintendent 
Paul Briggs and their 
colleagues have the ex- 
perience and ability to 
provide the type of creative 
leadership required to 
transform the Cleveland 
public school system into 


one which is both free of 


segregation and full of 
educational quality, 

NAACP genera! counsel, 
Nathaniel Jones, said the 
decigion should be regar- 
ded as a challenge and an 
opportunity fo change the 
Cleveland school system 
from one that is uncon- 
Stitutional and segregated 
to one that is constitutional 
and not segregated. 

Local counsel, James 
Hardiman, says the NAACP 
will present its own 
desegregation pian to the 
court, but a decision has 
not been made as to 
whether or not it Will be a 
metropolitan plan. 

Attorney Cari Character 
pledged the support of the 
National Bar Association 
to the NAACP and the 
School Board in working 
out a desegregation plan. 

Meanwhile, Arnold 
Pinkney had nothing but 
criticism for Judge Battisti 
and his ruling. Pinkney 
said he was surprised that, 
the Board was found guilty 
of deliberately and inten- 
tionally segregating 
schools, and said Battisti 
dwelied too much on what 
took place in the 1940's,

and that, in fact, 
segregated schools 
resulted from that inten- 
tional conduct. 


Another important 


* question is whether or not 


the doctrine of res judicata 
a@pplies here with respect 


“to the Cleveland School 


Board. Application of the 
res judicata (things already 
decided) doctrine could 
mean that the Cleveland 


Board of Education has 
“peen placed in a situation 


of double jeopardy. 

This. question is raised 
because the Federal 
District Court found in 
1965 that there were no in- 
tentional acts of 
segregation by the School 
Board in the building and 
locating of schools. That 
decision came as a result 
of conflict over the 
building of schools in the 
Glenville area. 

It is questionable now 
whether Battisti can go 
back to 1928 and charge 
the School Board for ac- 
tions which occurred prior 
to the ruling. 

The circumstances un- 
der which Battisti released 
his decision were unique. 
He left town under heavy 
guard of Secret Ser- 
vicemen at approximately 
5:30 p.m. the day before 
the decision was made 
available to parties to the 
action or the media. 

The secrecy of Battisti's 
movements were such that

even the airlines refused to 
give any information about 
flight departures to 
anywhere in Montana near 
the time of Battisti's depar- 
ture. 

A Cail & Post reporter 
and a= photographer 
roamed the airport in an at- 
tempt to.catch a glimpse of 
him leaving town, but were 
unable to locate him. 

Two weeks before the 
decision was released, all 
doors of the federal Court 
House were sealed off with 
the exception of the front 
entrance, and persons en- 
tering had to pass’ through 
an electronic eye which 
determined whether or not 
the person was armed. 

Battisti apparently wan- 
ted to make his decision as 
palatable as possible to 
everyone, and encouraged 
all parties to appeal to a 
higher court.

Griffin, 52, was charged 
with the pointblank gun- 
ning down: of Ruan White, 
1221 Hildreth Ave. 

Police said that White 
was shot once in the head 
and once in the chest last 
Dec. 27 as the climax to an 
argument with Griffin, a 
barmaid in  Jennie’s 
Palace, 1222 Mt. Vernon 
Ave. Detectives at the time 
of the homicide, did not 
know what triggered the 
shooting. The victim was 
also a former barmaid who 
had worked in various 
Eastside establishments. 

Meanwhile Griffin, who 
was released on a $95,000 
recognizance bond and a 
$5,000 appearance bond, 
had been acquitted on a 
prior murder charge in 
Common Pleas Court in 
Feb. 1974. The Grand Jury 
had found Griffin not gullty 
of manslaughter in con- 
nection with the shooting 
death of her reported 
boyfriend Frank D. Smith, 
50, of 1357 Hamiet St. back 
on July 10, 1973. 

The defendant told the 
Court that Smith was shot 
during a scuffle. at her 
home. She contended that 
he had- broken into her 
home and beat her. Judge 
Jay C. Flowers presided in 
that trial.

A number of 
community groups ex- 
pressed satisfaction with 
Battisti’s ruling and 
pledged their support to 
the NAACP to bring about 
the peaceful implemen- 
tation of the desegregation 
order 


“The recent decision 
handed down by the courts 
makes it necessary for 
responsible citizens of this 
community to face what we 
Cannot escape,” said the 
Rev. John T. Weeden on 
behalf of the Baptist 
Ministers Conference. 

“We believe the judge's 
decision is fair and was im- 
Partially reached after 
many. hours -of. research. 
We call upon each citizen 
of our community ‘to 
search his or her motives 
before taking any position. 

“As ministers of the 
gospel, we call upon elec- 
ted officials to bring this 
community together. We 
call upon every churchman 
to make the Christian 
message a living ex- 
perience, rather than an in- 
tellectual debate.” 

Earl W. Williams, direc- 
tor of the Cleveland Com- 
munity~ Relations Board, 
says the Board has 
remained neutral to this 
point. “Now that Judge 
Battisti has ruled in favor 
of the NAACP, we have 
many interests — people's 
attitudes and co went 
actions, the mood the 
community as a whole, and 
certainly the safety and 
well being of all of our 
citizens. The position © of 
the Community - Relations 
Board at this point is that 
the law must be obeyed, 
and our efforts will be 
directed to that end.” 

Rev. Anzo Montomgery 
and Father Gene Wilson 
issued a statement on 
behalf of the Interdeno- 
minational Ministerial 
Alliance which states that 
the schools should be 
desegregated as the court 
requires “with due -con- 
sideration for the views of 
parents and other citizens 
as to method," but above 
all, peacefully. 

“There is no such thing 
as successful desegrega- 
tion through violence,” the 
statement said. “Our child- 
ren — al) children — must 
be kept safe.” 

“The decision is a just 
one. Racial isolation inthis 
society is synonymous with 
inequality,” said Dr. 
Donald Jacobs on behalf 
of the Greater Cleveland 
Interchurch Council. 

“We must work 
peacefully, cooperatively 
and diligently for a 
program of educational ex- 
cellence — one in which 
every child is assured of 
the best educational ex- 
perience possible and in a 
desegregated school 
system.” 

“It is certainly time to 
put an end to ‘forced’ 
segregation in Cleveland,” 
says Clevelanders for 
Equal Education Now 
(CLEEN).

‘Filed at Judge Duncan's 
office this week were reply 
briefs in the desegregation 
suit and a response from 
the Columbus school 
board to a renewed 
request from the NAACP 
for an injunction. to_ halt 
new school construction. 

The injunction request 
followed the recent ap- 
proval by the Columbus 
school board of working 
drawings for three new 
elementary schools in an 
area recently transferred to 
the Columbus school 
system from Westerville. 

In recommending the in- 
junction, the NAACP cited 
a “dramatic decline in 
enrollment" and a recent 
finance committee report 
which recommended that 
17 elementary schools be 
considered for closing. 

In addition, the NAACP 
contended that the con- 
struction would cause fur- 
ther racial isolation, since 
the areas where the 
schools are planned are 
“overwhelmingly white.” It 
stated that additional con-

upon the remedial 
measures” the Court may 
find necessary if a finding 
is made against the school 
board. 

In a letter responding to 
the request, School At- 
torn Porter noted that 
bids for two of the schools 
will be opened. on Sept. 8 
and 10 and that contracts 
will be awarded on Sept.

DAYTON SCHOOLS GET SET FOR COURT-ORDERED PLAN 


The Dayton (School 
System is quietly preparing 
to™ implement court- 
ordered desegregation 
when. classes begin this 
week. 

The. Dayton school 
board's last effort to delay 
the desegregation was 
denied last week by US. 


Supreme Court Justice 
Potter Stewart. 


The. board had asked 


Stewart for a judicial order 
to stop implementation of 
the plan until the~ court 
could decide its appeal. 
Under the federal court 
order, affirmed by the Sixth 


Circuit of Appeals, every 
school in the district must 
have a racial balance 
which deviates no more or 
less than 15- percent from 
the black-white ratio of the 
entire district. The board 
must now go ahead with 
the ordered plan in spite of 
the pending appeal. 


In. Akron, about 3100 
students will be bused this 
fall from mostly black 
schools. to mostly. white 
schools, as the result of 
the closing of five elemen- 
tary schools, one junior 
high and one senior high.

Gambia Quite Dissimilar 
To United States 


“Demabung,” which 
means ‘day nursery" in 
Mandingo, is ...quite 


dissimilar from child care 


* in the United States. Major 


differences are ownership, 
expense and educational 
curriculum. Sally Amadou 
Barry, a social worker from 
the .Gambia, Africa, is 
sharing her experiences 
about Gambian child care 
with the staff of Com- 
munity Coordinated Child 
Care (4C). 

She is a participant in 
the Columbus Area Inter- 
national Program (CAIP), 
322 S. Harding Rd. This 
Program is made up of 
social workers, youth 
workers, special teachers, 
and. health workers who 
come to the United States 
to take part in a four month 
work study program. 

She said demabungs in 
Gambia, a smal! west 
African country surroun- 
ded by Senegal, are built 
by the government in 
cities, towns, villages and 
communes. Some are built 
by the indigenous people 
of the area, but the govern- 
ment supplies the building 


materials. Unlike the 
United States, none are 
privately owned. 


Gambia is a country 
whose people are largely 
engaged in agriculture, 
fishing, dyeing, peanut oil 
processing and cultivating 
cotton. All those who are 
able to work do so. Gam- 


«bian mothers who are 


engaged in farming and 
gardening must have child 
care. 

“All people with 
youngsters ages 3 months 
- 5 years use day care cen- 
ters. Mothers with infants 
must return to the center 
during the working day to 
check on their youngsters 
needs,” said Barry. . 

The demabung is also 
used as an educational 
and demonstration center 
for mothers. 

“The centers are usually 
open just four days a week. 
Islam is the religion of 
most Gambians and they 
do not work thereon 
Friday. Most centers are 
also closed on Wed- 
nesdays and Sundays.”

Government 
social , workers and 
teachers. must make home 
visits and demonstrate and 
articulate educational 
practices. Therefore, they 
must be able to speak ver- 
bal languages to interpret 
books - many written in 
English and Arabic to the 
indigenous: people,” said 
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Barry. 

‘Presently, education is 
mandatory for at least six 
years. Secondary 
education must be paid for 
by the family. But, college 
is free. 

Gambia was granted in- 
dependence from Great 
Britain in 1965. Dawa 
Jawara, a Mandingo, is the 
first and only President the 
country has known. Some

Hale, a ten year veteran in 
the Ohio House of Re- 
presentatives, is chairman 
of the Health and Welfare 
Committee, but “has done 
nothing to attack the prob- 
lem of sickle cell anemia 
or any gentic disease.” 

Stubblefield’s chances 
of winning the house seat 
are rated highly by local 
political observers, citing 
the political mood of the 
area to oust incumbents, 
especially those in the 
black community who have 
been unresponsive to com- 
munity needs.”

Jimmy Carter, a Georgia 
peanut farmer, won the Democratic 
nomination with less than a majority of the 
votes cast in the primaries. Gerald Ford 
narrowly squeaked by Ronald Reagan with 
a majority of the delegates vote, but was 
be behind in the primary votes. And, 
Judging from the féélings of the people at 
the convention in Kansas City, certainly he

It was later, 
Much later,

The Blood Of Our Brothers 


As has been predicted, blood begins to 
flow in South Africa. And, it is all Black. 

What actually is happening, is a legal 
massacre. The protesting Africans have 
no guns and, their sticks and stones are 
no match for the modern weapons in 
possession of the South African police 
and soldiers. 

While the world may sympathize with 
the aspirations and hopes of the African 
people to gain their freedom, without 
arms or friends, their resistance to the 
tyranny and viciousness of apartheid can 
never be effective. The arms are all 
stacked. against them and, are inthe 
hands of a race of people who think no 
more of killing Blacks than they do of 
animals. 

Because of the diamonds and gold. 
mined by whites in South Africa, the in- 
dustrial nations of the world are reluctant 
to censor or chastise the government of 
South Africa for their, uncivilized 
behavior. Such conduct on the part of 
any other government, would bring im- 
mediate condemnation. Yet, the news 
reports more killings every day of resent- 
ful but unarmed people. 

Since the first outbreak of protest in 
Soweto, a compound of over a million 
Blacks, the death toll is now well over 
300. Since this is only the beginning of a 
fight for freedom, nobody knows what 
the till will be before the end. 

These African people are fighting for: 
freedom in.a land that their people have 
lived in since the beginning of time. The 


few concessions made by the South 
Atrican government since these protests 
began, are laughable in the face of what, 
the facts are. 

The first concession was, that the 
African students didn’t have to study the 
Afrikaan language, which of itself, is a 
hybrid language. 

The next concession was that Soweto, 
with over a million Black residents could 
have electricity in their homes and 
stores. This would enable them to have 
electric ice boxes, television and radio 
sets"and other modern conveniences in 
this. electrical age. 

The last concession was, that these 
Africans could purchase their own 
homes. First they agreed to let them buy 
the house but not land. Later this was 
modified to include the land. 

Economic, political and social freedom 
are still taboo for 18 million people 
whose exploitation has been more 
vicious than slavery. 

South Africa is the last bastion of 
colonial exploitation. The government of 
South Africa represents less than one- 
fifth of the people who live under its rule. 
Nowhere else in the world are people so 
viciously exploited to create wealth that 
in turn is used to keep them in sub- 
neers 

he American Negro cannot help but 
sympathize with his African brother in his 
quest for freedom; for. we too have 
treaded that long, bloody, tear watered 
road. 


We Can If We Want To 


In numbers there is strength, is an old 
axiom. However, this is true only if the 
numbers are organized. 

In the United States, we talk about 25 
million Negroes. That we are about one- 
twelfth of the total population. 

All of this is fine potential. But, the 


facts are that we are the most 
unorganized - disorganized group in 
America. 


Yes, we have the numbers, but not the 
power that our numbers call for. it is 
estimated that our earning power is bet- 
ween 60 to 70-billion-dotiars a year. Yet, 
out oldest and most prestigious civil 
rights organization - the NAACP - is vir- 
tually broke. And, our next most 
prestigious organization, the National Ur- 
ban League is supported largely by white 
corporations and the government.

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We have the numbers and, we have the 
earnings. What we haven't done is to put 
these two together in a meaningful way 
for implementation of our program.for 
progress. This is where the other minority 
groups are outdistancing us. 

A good case in point, is the Hadassah 
organization of Jewish women. This 
group is said to be the largest women’s 
organization in the United States. Yet 
Jews constitute but a small segment of 
the nation’s population. Last year these 
Jewish women raised for their health 
program, $24.5 million. 

Such fund raising is not beyond the 
capabilities of Negro women. The dif- 
ference is, Negro women are not 
organized and, we are not as clannish a 
race as are our Jewish friends. 

We can do it if we want to. Over $60 
billion in earnings is not smalt change.

The Republican convention was much 
more divided than the Democrats..it.is a 
big question as to whether President Ford, 
with the advantage of an encumbent, can 
overcome the aggressiveness of a 


“hungry Democratic party. 


The position of neither candidate on the 
Negro question is known. The Republican 
party's position on national issues are very 
similar to those of George Wallace. In fact, 
there were signs of facism in some of the 
deliberations over planks in the platform. 
The Democratic platform included 
everything for everybody. Certainly far 
more than a Jimmy Carter can deliver if he 
is elected. 

The Negro voter then, must evaluate the 
candidates on the two men themselves. 
Which. one, if elected, will meet the 
challenge that has always faced this 
nation: “can equality be divided on the 
basis of race.” As John Hope Franklin 
said: “It is difficult to imagine or to assess 
what the experience of three centuries of 
inequality has done to Negro Americans.” 

In the past, whenever this issue has sur- 
faced for a decision, our politicians have 

ulvocated and deferred action. 

herefore, the big question in 1976 - our’ 
.bicentennial year - is whether either of the 
two presidential candidates are up to 
facing this question squarely. Which of the 
two men can you trust the most. 

The background of the two men do not 
give much information for a definitive 
decision. Jimmy Carter comes from a sec- 
tion of Georgia that is steeped in racism. 
Share cropping has been the basis of the 
families: fortune. Despite the political 
cosmetics, the question is, whether Jimmy 
Carter can overcome his “Georgia 
cracker” image. Will he be another Hugo 
Black or Lyndon B. Johnson? 

Gerald Ford went to school and played 
football with Negroes. He grew up in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., where he had to 
make few decisions based on race. Negro 
voters were not important factors in his 
elections. 

» As president, he has had to grow up 
fast. There are no Negraes of independent 
statue around him. The two men who 
could be wise counselors and advisors - 
Senator Edward Brooke and Cabinet mem- 
ber William T. Coleman, Jr., did not play 
an important part on his campaign team.

They 
are the ones who for years, have suppor- 
ted and financed George Wallace and, af- 
ter his chances for the presidency faded, 
transferred their allegiance to Ronald 
Reagan. 

These are the people Gerald Ford at the 
present, has to depend on for basic sup- 
port. They wrap themselves (klan like) in 
the United States flag to hide their disdain 
for the freedom our government sup- 
posedly stands for. 5 

The ro cannot be too comfortable in 
the choice that he must make this year. 
We have struggled long and hard for the 
modicum of civil rights we have.

So as we move into the 1976 Presiden- 
tial Campaign, we ought to heed the ad- 
vice of Senator Brooke when he said: “in| 
the past we have viewed the notion of 
coalitions too narrowly. We, have regar- 
ded coalitions as permanent. We feared 
we would lose our identities. If we 
coalesced with others, particularly whites. 
But, coalitions need not be permanent or 
erosive .. We must form free-floating 
coalitions across racial lines. And these 
coalitions must be based on specific and 
pragmatic issues of common interest ... 
And what | am saying is: we cannot it 
alone and should not try to go it a 
when compelling alliances will serve our 
needs.” 

The presidential year of 1976 will test 
our ability to play smart politics. ;

With Bated Breath 


Personally, | find. it. very difficult to 
characterize the public school officials in 
Cleveland as unmitigated s.o.b.s As a mat- 
ter of record, under the administration of 
Superintendent Paul Briggs, the Cleveland 
public schools have developed the 
nation’s strongest voluntary affirmative ac- 
tion program. As a result, very few 
American communities can present'a bet- 
ter record of equal opportunity for minority 
professionals, both in the number and the 
caliber of jobs held. 

For Example: 

Of Cleveland’s 5,427 public school 
teachers 43 percent are black; Of its 17 
high school. principals 36 percent are 
black; of 62 high school assistant prin- 
cipals, 50 percent are black; of 28 Junior 
High principals, 42 percent are black; of 
49 junior high assistant principals, 53 per- 
cent are black; of 125 Elementary school 
principals, 61 paroent are black and of 28 

lementary school assistant principals, 61 
percent are black. 

Of five assistant superintendents 40 per- 
cent are black. Of 16 directors, 25 percent 
are black and of 153 supervisors and coor- 
dinators, 40 percent are black. . 

Among non-certified employees the 
number and minority percentages are as 
follows: Custodians 193-30. percent; 
Assistant Custodians, 245-50 percent; 
Clerical 895-51 percent; Teachers Aides, 
1162-75 percent and laborers, 467-34 per- 
cent, 

Further, the School Board employs five 
minority architectural firms, and saw to it 
that more than 30 percent of all construc- 
tion workers over a five year period up to 
May, 1976, were minority. Two minority law 
firms also provide legal services to 
Cleveland schools. 

Further, Cleveland is the only city of the 
major cities in the nation where the racial 
balance between white and black students 
has remained the same for five years. In 

Chief Judge Frank J. Battisti of the U.S. 
District Court of Cleveland as expected, 
on Tuesday did rule on whether local and 
state school officials are responsible for 
the segregation of Cleveland Schools. 

In spite of the court ruling, nothing 
spectacular in the way of readjustment of 
the public school "status quo” Is going to 
become visible for quite some time. Both 
the NAACP and the School Board are

The fact that 
Cleveland has. segregated schools was 
never a question before the court, both 
sides conceding this fact. 

Whatever the finding of the court, a 
voluntary association of Greater Cleveland 
organizations, more than 30 in number 
and including some of the largest social 
service, civic and religious groups in the 
itself the Greater ind 
Project, is committed to “responsible com- 
munity leadership, peaceful response to 
the decisions of the court and the 
dissemination of accurate and useful in- 
formation for the use of the public, and 
quality integrated public education for ali 
children.” 

When a decision is rendered, this 
group. expects to be among the first to be 
heard, in a community wide effort to com- 
ply with the orders of the court with none 
of the disruption, violence and racial 
polarization that has characterized efforts 
in other cities. 

Meanwhile, just hold your breath!

Some. observers also argue that it is below the 
dignity of the Office of the President to engage in 
such a widely viewed public forum. The President, 
they maintain, should remain aloof of the debate 
proposal, eventhough ail the polls show him running 
far behind Carter. For this reason, there is a strong 
feeling that Ford's challenge is an act of desperation. 

While neither Ford nor Carter are considered to be 
great platform orators, one Washington television 
commentator predicts that Ford will surprise a lot of 
People when he faces Carter. 

He based this prediction on the fact that Ford is 
calm, witty and has a keen faculty to accurately quote 
figures and other vital political matters without a 
manuscript. 

The commentator not only predicted that Ford will 
dramatically take care of himself, but he indicated 
that he is likely to nail Carter to the proverbial cross. 

While the commentator's assessment of the debate 

or may not allay the fears of scores of 
Republicans, the 1976 Presidential campaign 
promises to’be as exciting and intriguing as any plot 
ever dreamed up by a Hollywood movie writer.

The Black Worker 


The coming of Labor Day is a good time to take 
stock of the role black workers have played in our 
history, and of the key role they play today. 

Labor Day is the traditional time for the labor move- 
ment to wave its flag and.celebrate the contributions 
of working people. And in this process, a central role 
has to be acknowledged for biacks. 

For this nation was largely built on black labor. The 
agricultural wealth that laid the basis for the industrial 
revolution of the nineteenth century was made 
possible by unpaid forced black labor. 

Off the fields, blacks were found in nearly all skilled 
trades for much of our country’s history. Had natural 
talents been allowed free expression, the coming of 
the twentieth century would have found an enormous 
number of blacks solidly éntrenched in the skilled oc- 
cupations and well on the way to economic 


prosperity. 

This did not happen because of racial dis- 
crimination. As early as the 1800s there are stories of 
blacks being run off of good jobs by white com- 
petitors. Frederick Douglass telis how he was refused 
a shipyard job because the white workers would put 
down their tools if he were employed. 

In city after city, blacks were dominant in some oc- 
cupations only to be denied opportunities in favor of 
white workers, often newly arrived to these shores. 
Sadly, the development of labor unions often accel- 
erated the process which blacks were frozen out 
of traditional skilled . In the early days of the 
labor movement, with some exceptions, blacks were 
denied membership and keeping skilled trades lily- 
white was an aim of some unions. 

As early as 1869 black workers organized the 
National Negro Labor Union, indicating both the 
black-commitment-to-unions and the reality of white 
discrimination. Although the NNLU tried to forge links 
with the white union movement it was rebu and 
many black workers, except for those in some unions 
like the miners, were thus left outside the mainstream 
labor movement until the 1930s. 

That's when A. Philip Randolph finally won ad- 
mission to the AFL for his Brotherhood of Sleeping 
Car Porters Union as a full-fledged meber of the 
American labor movement. Before this, blacks were 
herded into segregated locals attached to larger all- 
white unions that conditions’ of affiliation and 
helped employers keep black workers in inferior jobs. 

The rise of the New Deal, industrial unionism, war- 
time employment booms and civil rights laws helped 
change that. Today racial discrimination in the labor 
movement is no longer official policy but an aber- 
ration Increasingly hard for white unionists to accept. 

More blacks than whites belong to unions in pro- 

rtion to their representation in the labor force, and 
in general, unionized blacks make more than non- 
union workers. Not only are blacks more likely to be 
union members than whites, but it is also good to 


‘ remember on this Labor Day that blacks depend more 


on wage and salary income than do whites. 

Only two percent of black income comes from self- 
emp nt, about a fourth of the white percentage. 
Less than one percent of black income comes from 
dividends and interest, but five percent of white in- 
come comes from those sources. the over- 
patente majority of blacks are workers denied ac- 
cess to accumulation of wealth that enables many 
white families to enjoy unearned income from inveat-

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Justice For Just Us! 
Dear Editor: 


Once again the question 
of “justice” is made a 
mockery of in Maple 
Heights. The suburb of 
White folks and White laws 
created to immobitize-the 
rights’ and’ privileges’ of 
Black people. 

To some, this may seem 
just another unimportant 
incident. To me, it is 
inhumane, harsh and most 
unusual punishment. 

A young Black male is 
accused of possession of 
stolen proeprty. Which | 
must add he had no 
knowledge of and this was 
testified to by five wit- 
nesses and the person 
from whom he borrowed 
the bike. This was all 
testified to in the presence 
of the court under oath. 

Now the .question of 
justice is brought into 
being here. The youth who 
is unemployed and who 
has no knowledge of 
court room procedures 
was then sentenced to 
fourteen days in jail and an 
original five hundred dollar 
fine which was dropped to 
three hundred and _ forty 
dollars. At a time such as 
this (when the economy is 
at such a lull) I'm sure we 
all realize there is no place 
an unemployed youth can 
possibly raise three hun- 
dred and forty dolalrs if his 
parents are not fortunate 
enough to have the cash 
on hand. Which his 
parents did not have with 
the court fully aware of'this 
fact. 

The judge dismissed the 
person from whom the bike 
was borrowed and senten- 
ced the quite innocent 
young man. 

Now, a certain detective 
made it quite clear that if 
the young maf ffom whom 
he borrowed the bike was 
present in court he would 
be réleased: To the detec- 
tives amazement as well as 
everyone else a racist 
judiciary figure prevailed. 

The really absurd part of 
the entire farce was the 
judge never allowed the 
young man proper coun- 
sel. The judge was 
previously informed that 
the young man or his 
parents could not afford a 
lawyer. Yet, this was com- 
pletely eradicated from the 
judges mind. He said the 
nineteen year old youth 
“waived” his rights to a 
| r. Might | add, this 
frighten youth had no idea 
of what a “waiver” is. The 
bailiff then proceeded to 
give the youth a legal pad 
and informed him he was 
to take notes. He was of- 
ficlally his own attorney of 
record. To which the youth 
was astounded and had no 
idea of what the bailiff 
wanted him to do. The 
youth who could not 
Properly defend himself 
was naturally defeated. A 
typical way of numbering
